Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached; or any other comments: The tenm "coefficient of static friction" is found in the specification in 
line 14 on page 7 of the written description, so adding the term "coefficient of friction"to the claims would not be new 
matter. Line 15 of page 7 should be amended to state that the "coefficient of static friction" of the uncoated pan is 
being discussed here as well (as is implied by the context). Claim 1 will be amended to make it clear that the term 
"friction" means "coefficient of friction". The ternn "strong" will be changed to -high- to make it clear that it is the 
coefficients of friction being compared, not the net force of friction. Addition of the term "laboratory balance" to the 
claim would not constitute new matter since this is implied in the background section on page 1, which states that the 
balance is to be used in a "laboratory environment". It appears the the proposed changes to the claims would make 
the claims allowable over the art of record.. 
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
